CHESTER. Pa., Feb. 22 (AP)— 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chairman 
of the joint chiefs of staff, advised 
American youth last night to be 
prepared for “10 or 15 years” of 
international tension. 

During that period and as long 
as the present international condi- 
tions continue, he said, “it would 
seem that every able young man 
in the country will have to con- 
tribute in some manner to our 
military strength.” 

“This is perhaps an unwelcome 
fact, but an undeniable one,” he 
said. 

Gen. Bradley’s remarks were 
made in a speech at Pennsylvania 
Military College, where he re- 
ceived an honorary degree of doc- 
tor of international law. 

In a press confe..iice Gen. 
Bradley saia the Chinese Reds can 
drive United Nations forces out of 
Korea “if they. want to pay the 
price.” 

He said none could foresee the 
outcome of the struggle in Korea, 
‘with its alternating gains and set- 
backs for United Nations troops.

Proteins in Many Lenten Dishes 
Unusual Values in Lettuce, 


Root Vegetables, Apples;

HEN a good. old standby like 
W cabbage soars to prices 

which are far above normal, 
it is a natural reaction for shop- 
pers to feel that it is hopeless 
to cope with rising food costs. 
But take heart, ladies. The pres- 
ent high price of cabbage isn't 
a typical example; there are 
sound, logical reasons for it. And 
we can offer you some bargains 
this week which should prove 
that your budget isn’t completely 
doomed. 


Cabbage, which has always 
been taken for granted by con- 
Sumers as an economical vege- 
table and respected by nutrition- 
ists as a valuable one, has had a 
rough time of it this year. Early 
winter supplies of old cabbage 
come mostly from Wisconsin and 
New York. Before these are 
exhausted, Texas, our main mid- 
winter source, begins planting 
new cabbage. (Growth period 
averages seven weeks from plant- 
ing to harvesting.) Then Florida 
plants some. Texas shipments are 
followed by those from Florida 
and Mississippi, then Louisiana, 
so that we normally have a con- 
stant supply from one _ source 
after another. 

This year, however, the neat 
little arrangement was upset by 
the below-freezing temperatures 
which stabbed several times deen 
into the heart of the Texas fields 
and also hurt Florida badly. 
Frozen stunted and spoiled cab- 
bage resulted in a severely di- 
minished supply for the whole 
country. The never-failing law of 
supply and demand caused the 
present high prices. Nor is there 
any reason to think that the con- 
dition wiil not continue through 
spring. You might as well no 
look for cabbage at low prices; 
you simply won't find it. 

However, there are compen- 
sations. The same freeze which 
did the damage to cabbage in 


Texas also froze the tops of the, 


beets and turnips. The vegetables 
themselves, being under 


ground, were not damaged. So

(If you pre- 
fer more tender rice grains, add 
one third cup more water and 
increase the slow cooking time 4 
or 5 minutes.) Remove the lid, 
permit the rice to steam dry to 
the desired consistency and the 
grains will be separate and fluffy. 
Never stir rice; lift rice gently 
with a fork. 

Drain off oil and flake salmon. 
Melt butter in upper part of dou- 
ble boiler. Add flour; stir until 
blended. Add milk slowly; cook 
until mixture’ thickens, stirring 
constantly.

THRIFTIER USE OF CELERY 
URGED BY NUTRITIONISTS 


Thriftier use of celery is urged 
| by nutritionists who point out that 
the parts of this vegetable having 
highest nutritive value are most 
likely to be trimmed off and 
wasted. In tests of vitamins A 
and C in celery, outside leaves 
proved much richer than stalks or 
the inner “hearts” of the vege- 
table, and outside stalks rated 
higher than inside stalks. 

Utah growers pioneered in rais- 
ing the green unblanched Pascal 
celery which has become so popu- 
lar that it now is raised in a 
number of other states, especially 
Florida and California. Recent 
tests show that it is consider- 
ably higher in carotene (for vita- 
min A) than white, self-blanching 
celery.

Although celery does not rate 
so high in nutritive value as many 
other vegetables, it can contribute 
more if the whole bunch, leaves 
| included, is used. Eating it raw 
| is of special advantage. To get 
| the most for the money spent on 
celery, both in flavor and nutri- 
tive value, make full use of the 
leaves. 

The tender inner leaves should 
be eaten along with the stalk or 
cut up in salad. Outer less tender 
leaves and stalks may be cooked 
in a small amount of water until 
just tender, then served in white 
sauce containing a little cheese. 
Or they may be used to good 
advantage in stuffing for the 
poultry that is plentiful this 
month, or in soup or other cooked 
dishes.

The best of the Soviet 
jet fighters, like the MIG 15, are 
known to operate sluggishly at 
this height. One expert guess is 


located a massed flight of B-36 
bombers flying at full speed at 
40,000 feet could get in at best 
a single pass against the concen- 
trated fire power of the bombers. 
Thus a very much higher pro- 
portion of any given flight of long 
range bombers would get through 
to target than would have been 
possible only very recently. It is 
true that the best estimates are 
that if forward bases for the 
shorter range jet bombers were 
neutralized, the time required for 
the Strategic Air Command to 
complete its mission would be 
more than doubled. But B-29s 
and B-50s also could reach Soviet 
targets from bases in this hemi- 
sphere, using refueling techniques, 
although these planes are of 
course more vulnerable than the 
B-36s. Thus the important fact is 
that the strategic air mission 
could still be performed, even 
under the worst possible circum- 
stances. 

Moreover, the Soviet Union 
simply cannot match this coun- 
try in the air. Careful analysis 
by Air Force experts has led to 
a startling conclusion.

Closer to a Conference 


If the Kremlin really wants a conference 
on Germany and ot®er European problems it 
can have one. The Western powers, in their 
latest note, resisted the temptation to call for 
discussion of Asian issues as well—a demand 
that would probably have wrecked the con- 
ference. 

The only condition they attached was the 
reasonable one that the conference should dis- 
cuss not only Germany, but Austria and the 
existing level of armaments throughout Europe. 
If the Russians do not want to discuss these 
issues, then they do not want to disguss all the 
causes of tension between East and West in 
Europe. 

How many of those causes trace directly to 
Soviet policies since the war was ably set forth 
last week by the British Government, in its 
reply to Moscow charges that Britain has vio- 
lated their wartime treaty of mutual friendship. 
London listed, with restraint and yet, with 
unassailable fidelity to the facts, the long cata- 
log of Soviet actions which have dissipated the 
fund of good will that existed in 1945: 

The seizure of Eastern Europe. 

Greece. Czechoslovakia. 

The campaign against Tito. 

The sealing off of Eastern Germany. 

The Berlin blockade. 

Refusal to enter and attempts to break 
up the Marshall Plan. 

The agitations of the Cominform. 

The refusal to participate in United Na- 
tions economic and social agencies. 

The abuse of the veto. 

The maintenance of large Soviet and sat- 


ellite armed forces. 


The support of aggression in thegkar-East. 

Such is the record, and it is a depressing 
one. To establish peace, however, it is not 
enough to prove that the Kremlin has been 
chiefly to blame for obstructing peace. The 
West must always be ready to reach an honor- 
able accommodation of conflicting interests— 
ready of course to defend itself if Russia con- 
tinues to threaten peace, but also to negotiate 
seriously for diplomatic settlements that will 
remove the sources of tension. 

We hope that is the meaning of the moves 


toward a four-power conference.

Long Island Calls It Off 


There are two honorable choices for a man 
in a dirty business. 
can get out.. Finding a nasty load of the dirt 
of commercialized sports on its own doorstep, 
Long Island University has decided to get out. 

The school thus takes its place with the 
University of Chicago and a growing number 
of others which, under less scandalous circum- 
stances, have withdrawn from “big time” com- 
petition—without, it may be remarked, any de- 
cline in educational standards, enrollment or 
endowments. ; 

These institutions have taken the harsher of 
the two alternatives. The other choice, how- 
ever, is sicklied o’er with futility. How difficult 
clean-up efforts really are has just been dem- 
onstrated by the abandonment of the National 
Intercollegiate “sanity code.” Even this mild 
effort to put a ceiling over players’ pay could 
not be enforced. So it is doubtful whether 
bans against summer resort basketball, semi- 
pro baseball and the like can be made to 
seem reasonable to an athlete who is paid, 
above the board or under it, by a college. 

Although collegiate football has not yet had 
a gambling scandal, it is even more commer- 
cialized than basketball. This is what caused 
Athletic Director Larkin of Ohio State to ex- 
claim that he hoped televising of big games 
would lead to a sdrfeit, and give the colleges 
a chance to start all over again on a really 
sane basis. How he got away with that: in 
football-mad Columbus, we do not know. — 

But Mr. Larkin must look with some longing 
toward Long Island, where all games henceforth 
are to be strictly intramural—only between stu- 
dents, and only Long Island students at that. 
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U.s.0. Needs Bigger Quarters 

St. Louis is going to have to give some se- 
rious thought to its responsibifties for the recre- 
ation of members of the armed forces stationed 
in this area. . 

A reactivated U.S.O. has outgrown the base- 
ment room in the Soldiers’ Memorial which 
was lent to it by the city in December. As 
many as 150 are being crowded into quarters 
meant to seat no more than 50. Food is not 
allowed in the memorial building, so the U.S.O. 
cannot have a snack bar. The traditions of 
the memorial frown on dancing. Ventilation 
and facilities are inadequate for the number 
of people being handled. 

So the city has been asked to let the U.S.O. 
have two to two and a half times as much room 
as at present, and to provide it in Kiel Audi- 
torium. We can appreciaté the Auditorium Com- 
mission’s concern about the finances involved, 
for the City Treasury is in need of money, 
civil defense has yet to be provided for, and 
the Auditorium Commission figures that it cost 
$150,000 to provide U.S.O. with quarters in 
the auditorium for three and a half years in 
the last war. 

There is no quick or easy solution to this 
problem, particularly in its long-range aspect 
—for national military readiness at the pres- 
ent level and better is now conceived of as a 
necessity for some years to come. Recreation 
in St. Louis for the members of the armed 
forces will be a necessity for the same period 
of time. In the estimate of U.S.O. some 50,000 
members of the armed forces, principally from 
Scott Air Force Base and Fort Leonard Wood, 
but also from half a score of lesser installa- 
tions, look to St. Louis for recreation. St. Louis- 
ans generally are not aware of how many service 
people are on the streets, for most of them, 
men and women alike, replace their uniforms 
with civilian attire before coming to the city,

Dr. Smith on a Bakery 

In comment on our editorial, “A Bakery Is 
Closed,” printed Tuesday, St. Louis Health Com- 
missioner Smith explains why there was a 
lengthy delay in shutting down the Northwest 
Baking Co. after a disclosure of filthy conditions. 
Dr. Smith says that by agreement the City 
Health Division inspects retail bakeries and the 
Missouri State Bureau of Food and Drugs, un- 
der J. L. Roland of Jefferson City, inspects 
wholesale bakeries. This left some 15 combina- 
tion wholesale-retail bakeries to be accounted 
for and one of these was the Northwest com- 
pany. By later agreement these also were 
assigned as a State responsibility. 

Dr. Smith says that the City Health Division 
not only was not satisfied with the lenience 
exhibited toward this bakery, but expressly 
sought and obtained responsibility for regulat- 
ing it. The City Health Commissioner says fur- 
ther that this bakery became the City’s respon- 
sibility on Dec. ™, 1950, and that the closing 
which has now been effected is the result of 
that relatively recent assumption of responsi- 
bility by the City. 

We are glad to present Dr. Smith’s statement. 
We take it to mean that all other bakeries in 
the city of St. Louis either now are or speedily 
will be under the strictest vigilance, with im- 
mediate closings as the first penalty for filth. 
Bread is a basic food. There is no excuse 
whatever for conflicts in inspection which per- 
mit bread to be made in dirty, unsanitary 
bakeries. 

The rule should be to close first and let the 
filthy baker clean up afterward.

Why Not Settle It? 

Little by little justice is getting done in the 
case of war bride Ellen Knauff. “Paroled” by 
the Department of Justice to her former-GI 
husband two weeks ago, she now has been 
“paroled” to her lawyers. 

This means that Mrs. Knauff will not need 
to go back to Ellis Island when Kurt Knauff 
returns to Germany this week to resume his 
work for the American forces in Frankfurt. She 
may now remain at liberty in New York for 
an indefinite period. Also presumably she may 
seek employment to help rebuild the Knauff 
family treasury, which must have been sadly 
depleted by the two-and-a-half year fight to get 
Mrs. Knauff into the country under the War 
Brides Act. 

We still do not want to pre-judge the final 
outcome, but this latest turn suggests that the 
“case” against Mrs. Knauff must never have 
amounted to much more than the proverbial 
hill of beans. For if the Department of Justice 
really thought her to be a “security risk,” it 
would not now release her to the custody of 
her lawyers. You do not treat a truly sub- 
versive person that way. 

All along the Post-Dispatch has felt that At- 
torney General McGrath would in the end do 
the fair and honorable thing in this case. We 
have felt that if a mistake was made, he 
would acknowledge it and Mrs. Knauff would 
be released. The danger has been that he 
would be misled by the unfeeling course of his 
predecessor, now Justice Tom C. Clark, and by 
the vindictiveness of the Immigration Service. 

The one best way for Mr. McGrath to atone 
for the lamentable record would be to speed up 
the final determination. Surely it should be pos- 
sible for him to conclude the “re-investigation” 
in.a short while. We rather think the Attor- 
ney General would feel that 30 months would 
be long enough if the heels being cooled all 
the time were his!

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For a Better City 


St. Louis has taken two new steps along the 
road of progress. One was the introduction 
in the Legislature of a bill to authorize city 
and county authorities to acquire blighted 
areas for residential redevelopment. The other 
was a decision to build off-the-street parking 
facilities with self-liquidating bonds. 

The bill just introduced in Jefferson City 
would bring Missouri law into line with the re- 
vised federal housing legislation. It would 
enable communities to assemble and clear par- 
cels of land, and then to dispose of them to 
public or private housing bodies. 

The parking decision was taken under an 
existing law which requires the city to lease 
any such facilities to private operators. Under 
a proposed contract, the investment firm of 
Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. will employ engineers to 
design specific parking projects. It also will 


handle all legal details, and it will sell the’ 


bonds. These are to be retired by earnings 
from the operations. There is to be no tax 
increase. 

It seems, however, that it would be wise to 
adopt a pending amendment which would per- 
mit the city to operate the facilities. The more 
work that can be done by established city 
agencies, the less will have to be paid in out- 
side fees, and the lower will be the parking 
charges.

At the General Cable Co. of Perth Am- 
boy, N.J., there had been threats of strikes 
based on racial tensions ever since 1944, 
when Negroes were first hired in the 
plant. General Cable’s president, Dwight 
R. G. Palmer, got together with the AFL 
union. The National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews was called in. The result 
was a series of round-table discussions. 
Prejudices were brought out in the open 
and examined realistically. 


Dr. Julius Schrieber, program chief for 
Army Orientation during the war, talked 
about some case his- 
tories. He showed 
how tensions caused 
by prejudice produce 
physical ills. He cit- 
ed examples where 
this type of emotion- 
al strain caused high 
blood pressure, heart 
ailments and stom- 
ach ulcers. Preju- 
dice with its accom- 
panying tensions 
could get the whole 
body off balance and 
pe we ey ec semct as 
of almost any disease. ae 

Workers were en- Alfred E. Smith 
couraged to express their opinions on the 
religious beliefs of the other groups. Each 
had some distorted impression of the faiths 
of the others. 

The N.C.C.J. brought in a minister, a 
priest and a rabbi to explain in easy-to- 
understand language the points in each 
religion which had given rise to misunder- 
standing and resentment. 


The Days of the K.K.K. 


A whole community began to think in 
different terms about the problems arising 
out of various religious, racial, and nation- 
al backgrounds. 

The N.C.C.J.’s objectives were vague at 
first, but the presidential campaign of 
1928 clarified its purpose. 

The vituperation against the Catholic 
Church and its leaders almost passed 
credence. A wave of hysterical hatred 
swept the country. Prime instigator was 


the resurgent Ku Klux Klan, which used ~ 


Alfred E. Smith’s nomination as a lever to 
rebuild its organization. Floggings, lynch- 
ings, burning of homes and the mass in- 
timidation of minority groups reached a 
peak. Responsible Republican leaders 
were among the first to defend Smith as 
a man and denounce the tactics employed 
to discredit him. 

College research and discussion groups, 
inter-group relations programs in public 
schools, special courses for teachers, sum- 
mer youth conferences and human rela- 
tions clinics in business and industry be- 
came part of a program which was ex- 
tended each year.

In 1949 officials computed that over 
5,000,000 individuals in 310 cities partici- 
pated in activities which the N.C.C.J. spon- 
sored. 

The N.C.C.J. recognizes that the bigot 
suffers as much from his prejudices as do 
those against whom his venom is directed, 
and is equally in need of help. It urges 
tolerance of those who express violently- 
worded dislikes against other groups. 

A case of this type arose recently. An 
employe of a large brokerage house, while 
intoxicated, broke out with an anti-Semitic 
diatribe over a telephone to a Jewish 
acquaintance. 


The predominantly Protestant firm dis- 
missed him, but N.C.C.J. leaders, includ- 
ing members of the Jewish community, 
deemed this inadvisable. The man had 
apologized, and they felt that punishment 
would make his prejudice more virulent. 
N.C.C.J. therefore asked for his reinstate- 
ment, 


Case Against a Coach 


In a Midwestern university the popular 
football coach had been talking against 
minority groups. When N.C.C.J. brought 
this to the attention of the president of the 
college, some of the more heated asked 
for the coach’s dismissal. 

N.C.C.J. preferred another approach. It 
arranged for the coach to meet with the 
college president for a discussion of the 
issue, relating it to good sportsmanship. 
The coach voluntarily retracted his pre- 
viously expressed views. 

Local observers believe that he is now 
on the side of good will and that they 
have won a potential ally. 

N.C.C.J. officials sit with other advisers 
on the “Superman” radio program to sug- 
gest ways of inculcating intergroup under- 
standing in the young. Superman’s Unity 
Club, wherein boys of different faiths and 
races mixed amicably, was one of their 
ideas. So was the inclusion of a Chinese 
boy on the Unity Clubs’ baseball team.

Scores of other network programs call 
upon the N.C.C.J. for advice. 

N.C.C.J. carried a petition to the United 
Nations Assembly to outlaw genocide. It 
has promoted books. produced documen- 
tary films and entered the struggle against 
restricted housing and unfair employment 
practices. ; 

Methods employed by local N.C.C.J. 
units vary greatly according to needs— 
from the militant group on the West Coast 
fighting against the segregation of Japa- 
nese, Filipinos and Mexicans, to the rather 
whimsical New Haven housewives who 
have started a program called “Taste 
Cooking in Your Neighbor's 


Kitchen.”’

An Appreciation of Max Beckmann 
Alfred M. Frankfurter in Art News. . 


When Max Beckmann arrived in the 
United States in 1947 and remained to 
paint here, it seemed to this writer, as it 
must have to many others, that this was 
where we came in. Memories of post- 
World War I Berlin came back, and with 
them the expressionist reality that was 
more than reality, the metaphysical vision 
beyond ordinary vision with which Max 
Beckmann saw broken illusions and harsh 
truths of another interlude of peace. 

In those days, 30 years ago, Beckmann 
was unknowingly laying down a way of 
seeing and painting that was later to be 
used at second, third and fourth hand in 
America by hundreds of men perhaps just 
as disillusioned—though most of them 
were not nearly so profound and none 
were 50 . 

That is why it seemed so hopeful when 
he came to America, a delayed refugee 


from the Nazis who had overtaken him in 
Holland after the blitzkrieg, to paint and 
teach here. And the effect, in hardly 
more than three years, was wonderful—in 
direct contact as well as in direct mate- 
rial for comparison. 

When Max Beckmann dropped dead of a 
heart attack a dozen steps from his. new 
home in New York, he was a mere 66, ro- 
bust and a great force in world painting. 
Only a few months before, this writer had 
helped vote him one of the major prizes 
at the Venice Biennale. 

Although he was being shown in the 
German Pavilion—a belated amend for 
Hitler’s classing him among the “degener- 
ate” artists—the German Commissioner 
heartily agreed to share his honors with 
us as a new American citizen’s. He will 
be missed throughout the world, and espe 
cially in America, in the same sense.

Love Among the Artists 


OLR SPOONS CAME FROM WOOLWORTH'S, by 
Barbera Comyns. (Henry Holt and Company, New 
York, 216 pgs., $2.75.) 

“Our Spoons Came From Woolworth’s,” 
a British import, tells in autobiographical 
style the simple-minded story of a wom- 
an’s struggle to attain happiness and a 
measure of emotional security. It is a 
fairly entertaining account of life with 
London’s young arty crowd, written with 
considerable color and vivacity. 

Miss Comyns deals lightly with what 
are essentially tragic elements. She tells 
the story of a young impractical girl who 
marries a young impractical boy, both of 
them struggling artists. Charles, artistic 
by temperament rather than talent. could 
not be troubled by the business of mak- 
ing a living. Sophia did her best by pos- 
ing for artists and doing commercial work, 
but a baby always seems to come along at 
the wrong time. A brief affair with an 
improbable-sounding man by the name of 
Peregrine leaves her with little except 
more disillusionment and a sickly girl 

bab}¥. Troubles 
crowd in thick and 
fast on our heroine, 
but she eventually: 
achieves marital 
happiness by the 
simple expedient of 
marrying herself an- 
other man, showing 
what she thinks of 
all these psycholo- 
gists who talk about 
Adjusting and Work- 
ing Things Out as 
ways to a satisfac- 
tory marriage.

aroara Womyns = find this book a riot 
from beginning to end, for the author is 
determined to find a funny angle in every- 
thing that happens. This jolly outlook is 
in questionable taste when the tragic cir- 
cumstances of birth in a charity ward, the 
problem of abortion and the inhumanity of 
man to man are being considered. Humor 
with that background sounds at best fool- 
lish, at worst downright macabre. 

The jacket describes Miss Comyn’s lit- 
erary style as childlike and primitive. 
After the first few chapters it begins to 
sound not quite so much that as unbear- 
ably precious. For example: “She caught 
flu and it made her dead in three days.” 
“She said there was a baby inside me and 
it was nearly three months old.” This 
goes on and on and the reader may be 
tempted to think that our Sophia (a grown 
woman, after all) just isn’t quite bright.

When Amanda Lawrence married Jona- 
than Dartland in 1932, her friends pre- 
dicted the marriage would not last.

New Yorker, used to wealth and luxury, 
while Jonathan was one-quarter Apache 
Indian. He had been educated at the best 
Eastern schools, but spent his summers on 
an Indian reservation with his mother. 
Now employed as a mining engineer in 
Lodestone, Arizona, Jonathan, through 
his Indian heritage, felt at home with the 
mountains and the desert. 

In Lodestone, 19-year-old Amanda 
was unprepared for the hardships she had 
to face. She loved her husband, but their 
home was a two-room shack, with outside 
plumbing and few necessities. Her im- 
ported tweed suits, Chanel No. 5 perfume 
and her New York manners alienated the 
townspeople and her husband’s devotion 
to his job added to her loneliness.

Compromise on Taxes. 


This raises point No. 3, which is 
increased taxation. Perhaps a 
case can be made against a 
“quickie” tax bill. Serious injus- 
tices might be done to one or an- 
other segment of the economy. 

But also a case can be made 
against delaying the whole busi- 
ness into June or July. If that 
is dene it will be impossible to 
make the increases retroactive to 
Jan. 1. A greater withholding tax 
should begin to bite into every 
pay envelope at once. 

Here is a possible compromise. 
The Administration in its tax pro- 
gram proposed an increase of 4 
percentage points in every income 
tax bracket. 

Congress may decide that is too 
high. But surely no one can 
argue that less than a 2 percent- 
age point increase in each bracket 
will be sufficient. 


What Could Happen. 


Therefore, if there is any real 
desire in Congress to stop the 
inflation spiral, action can be 
taken in short order to apply an 
immediate two-point increase. 
This would be pending study to 
show how the new tax burden 
should be allocated. The two- 
point increase would begin to wake 
us up to the fact that our security 
cannot be paid for with wishes 
and promises. 

The squeeze of inflationary 
prices is directly related to some 
of the most disturbing political 
phenomena of our time. As the 
broad band of citizens who live 
on fixed incomes get pinched, 
their natural impulse is td look 
around for someone to blame. 
Ready at hand is the technique 
of McCarthyism with the “Com- 
munist,” meaning anyone who 
holds any but the most narrowly 
orthodox views, to be pursued 
with loud cries of hysterical 
alarm. 

For a historical precedent there 
is again Germany. The middle 
class, largely destroyed by bushel- 
basket inflation, turned to Hitler

These deficiencies, he said, can 
be corrected by: “Greater teach- 
ing and emphasis to the youth of 
the land of the moral and ethica! 
values in human life, increased 
stimulation and preparation of 
the “students of today for a role 
as’active informed citizens of the 
free-society of tomorrow, definite 
education of numbers of the most 
gifted and competent youth of 
today for top policy leadership of 
the. nation in the half century 
ahead.” 

The athletic scandals and the 
loyalty-Communist-perjury trials, 
Stassen said, reflect “. moral and 
ethical weakness” and “are very 
serious.” 

“The athletic scandals should 
cause our entire American educa- 
tional system to take a careful 
look in the mirror and take stock 
not only of its athletic programs 
but of its moral and ethical teach- 
ing ef the youth of the nation,” 
Stassen asserted.

In all age groups, you have a one in 92 chance of having 
twins and a one in 9400 chance of having triplets. Quadru- 
plets are born only once in 620,000 confinements. For quints, 
the-chances run way up in the millions and cannot be com- 


puted since there are no statistics on quints. 


* * * 

YOUR GREATEST CHANCE of having twins or triplets 
or quads is between the ages of 35 and 39. That is, almost 
seven times as many multiple births occur in mothers of 
these ages than in mothers aged 20 to 24, for example. 

You are almost twice as likely to have twins or triplets 
if you are 20 to 24 years old than if you are younger than 20 
when you have your confinement., And you have practically 
no chance of having quadruplets under'the age of 20 or, for 
that matter, over the age of 45. However, in the 13 years 
whith this study covered, there were 83,358 confinements in

I must tell you 
that in those times, which were 
very cruel times indeed (let us 
thank God and Jesus Christ that 
they are past!) it was the custom 
to kill people who were se1.tenced 
to death, by nailing them alive 
on a great wooden cross, planted 
upright in the ground, and leav- 
ing them there, exposed to the 
sun and wind, and day and night 
until they died of pain and thirst. 
It was the custom too, to make 
them walk to the place of ex- 
ecution, carrying the crosspiece 
of wood to which their hands 
were to be afterwards nailed, 
that their shame and suffering 
might be the greacer. 

Bearing His cross upon His 
shoulder, like the commonest and 
most wicked criminal, Our 
Blessed Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
surrounded by the persecuting 
crowd, went out of Jerusalem to 
a place called, in the Hebrew 
language, Golgotha; that is, the 
place of a skull. And being come 
to a hill called Mount Calvary, 
they hammered cruel nails 
through His hands and feet, and 
nailed Him on the cross, between 
two other crosses, on each of 
which a common thief was nailed 
in agony. Over His head they 
fastened this writing: “Jesus of 
Nazareth, the King of the Jews”— 
in three languages: in Hebrew, in 
Greek, and in Latin. 

Meantime, a guard of four sol- 
diers; sitting on the ground, 
divided His clothes (which they 
had taken off) into four parcels 
for themselves, and cast Jots for 
‘His coat, and sat there, gambling 
and talking, while He suffered. 
They offered Him vinegar to 
drink, mixed with gall; and wine, 
mixed with myrrh; but He took 
none. And the wicked people 
who passed that way mocked Him, 
and said: “If Thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the cross.”

There's a Science to Making Good Soup 


For Example, Try These Recipes for Chicken Gumbo, Or a Hearty Fish Chowder 


By Hoyt Alden 


OUP, to pick up where I left 
off in a recent column, is not 
a dish made by throwing a 
bunch of odds and ends into a 
pot of water and letting it cook 
for a long time. The preparation 
of good soup is almost an exact 
science and one with which any- 
one who aspires to skill in the 
kitchen should acquaint himself. 


If you would like to get ac- 
quainted, here are a few funda- 
mentals. Soup is a liquid food, 
which usually is made with stock 
as a basic ingredient. 

Stock, to put it roughly, is 
water in which meat or vege- 
tables have been boiled. 

Meat stocks are of two types, 
white and brown. For the first, 
the bones and meat of veal, 
chicken and turkeys are used. 
For brown stock, the foundation 
is beef and beef bones. Brawn 
stock is the traditional pot-au-feu 
of the French chefs, who wouldn’t 
anymore think of making a soup 
without it than you would of 
making an apple pie without 
apples. 


Soups are divided, rather cas- 
ually it is true, into three classes: 
cream soups, vegetable soups and 
chowders. Cream soups may have 
white stock, milk, cream or white 
sauce as the foundation. Vege- 
table soups, usually made. with 
brown stock as a base, can be 
cream soups, but more often they 
are a semi-clear soup in which 
vegetables have been blended 
with beef stock and water. 

The chowders are hearty soups 
which might, in some cases, 
called stews. There are fish chow- 
ders, clam chowders, shrimp 
chowders and even vegetable 
chowders. When a chowder is 
made with okra it is usually called 
gumbo. A good example is this 
shrimp gumbo creole which will 
not only show you what a gumbo 
is, but how good it can be. Like 
this: 

Heat three tablespoons of bacon 
drippings and add three minced 
celery stalks, six minced green 
onions and two tablespoons of 
finely chopped ham. Cook it for 
five minutes, stirring it occasion- 


Now add two tablespoons of - 


flour, stirring it well and then 
five cups of boiling water. Fol- 
low this with a cup of stewed or 
canned tomatoes, the liquid 
strained from a can of crab meat 
and the liquid from a can of 
shrimp. Cook the works slowly, 
stirring it frequently. Bone the 
crab meat, clean the shrimp and 
add both to the pan. Let the 
mixture cool for 15 minutes, and 
then add a can of okra, or its 
equivalent in stewed fresh okra. 
Cook the gumbo for 10 minutes 
longer. Season it with salt and 
pepper to taste and a generous 
tablespoon of butter. A good side 
dish is steamed rice.

chicken is tender. Remove the 
pieces of chicken and separate 
the meat from the bones. Pitch 
out the skin and bones. Put the 
meat back in and add enough 
water to give it the right con- 
sistency. 

Now take the gumbo off the 
fire and add a tablespoon of file 
powder. Serve it immediately in 
rimmed soup dishes, with a 
mound of boiled rice in the cen- 
ter of the dish. If you want to 
set it off to best advantage, ac- 
company it with celery, raw cCar- 
rot sticks, dill pickles and gar- 
lic bread, completing the meal 
with meringue tarts. You'll know 
what they — Te the South.

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Fix It Yourself 
UTSIDE wood porch steps 
( usually last just about as long 
as New Year’s resolutions. 
Sometimes ‘they don’t even last 
that long. Now it’s perfectly pos- 
sible to build a flight of porch 
steps that will last for years but 
few people ever seem to do it. 
The first rule in porch step 
construction is to make certain 
that none of the woodwork comes 


into direct contact with the . 


ground. One way to do this is 
pour a concrete slab on the earth 
and build the steps up from this. 
The slab should be given a slight 
pitch so that water will drain off 


easily. 


If you don’t want a slab, use’ 


bricks or masonry blocks to sup- 
port the ends of the’ stringers or 
carriages. The gers or car- 
riages are the side pieces of the 


steps. These stringers, by the 
way, should be made out of wood 
that has been factory treated to 
withstand decay. 

And the sides of the steps 
should never be completely en- 
closed. You need ventilation un- 
der the steps to keep out rot. 

The treads of the steps, rs 


fore they are installed. This 
helps to keep them from absorb- 
ing moisture, :

Playing Canasta to Win

ANASTA came to the United 
States from Argentina, and 
first we used Argentine laws. 
Then a group of American writers 
brought out somewhat different 
laws. As a result there has al- 
ways been confusion, since many 
players stuck to the original 
Argentine penalties. : 

Now the American Canasta 
Laws Commission and the Argen- 
tine Canasta Laws Commission 
have gotten together on an inter- 
national code of laws so that the 
procedure and penalties can be 
the same throughout the hemi- 
sphere. To accomplish this, Wal- 
ter Richard, co-chairman of the 
American committee, made the 
12,000-mile round trip to Buenos 
Aires. The American committee 
has written an article about the 
new laws, appearing in the March 
issue of Good Housekeeping maga- 
zine, and various books contain- 
ing the new laws will be out early 
in March, 

One of the most dramatic—and 
most welcome—of the new changes 
concerns the penalty for making 
an insufficient meld. Take this 
typical case: 


You need 120 for your initial 
meld. But you've forgotten that; 
you think you need only 90. And 
since you have an ideal hand for 
taking an unfrozen pack, with lots 
of single cards, you hasten to 
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make what you think is an ade- 
quate meld—your joker and two 
aces. 

But this counts only 90; and 
there’s nothing you can add to it 
that would bring it up to 120. 

The old law covering this error 
was both harsh and confusing. The 
three cards melded in error had 
to be left on the table as penalty 
cards, and until and unless they 
could be melded, they had to be 
discarded one by one. That is, you 
would have had to discard one of 
your aces, or your joker; and 
within three rounds they would 
all have been gone. 

_ The new law eliminates all this. 
You simply pick up the cards 
melded in error, and restore them 
to your hand. And the only pen- 
alty is that the amount required 
for your minimum meld goes up 
by 10 points. 

In this case, you (and your part- 
ner, if you have one) will need 
130 instead of 120 for the mini- 
mum. If the minimum had been 
50, it would have gone up to 60; 
if it had been 90 it would have 
gone up to 100. 

Question: In drawing from the 
stock a player accidentally ex- 
poses another card. Is he allowed 
to meld at that turn? What is the 
procedure? 

Answer: He is allowed to meld. 


. The. exposed card or cards are 


shown to the other players and 
replaced on top of the stock. Then 
the next player has the right to 
shuffle the stock before drawing. 
Or he may elect to take the ex- 
posed card if he prefers.

NORMAL, IIL, Feb. 22. 

HE light of a mew day, bright 

with promise, is breaking for 

the handicapped children of 
Illinois. Their needs are to be 
met as they have not been before. 
Here at the State Normal Univer- 
sity they are going to have a 
special laboratory school suited 
to their requirements. Teachers 
are to be specially trained to 
guide them, not only now but far 
into the future. 

For these purposes a special 
education building, erected at a 
cost of $2,850,000, the only struc- 
ture of its type in the world, is 
to be dedicated March 2. There 
300 children who are different 
from other children will have 
their differences equalized. Near- 
ly as many teachers will, in serv- 
ing them, perfect themselves for 
serving thousands of other chil- 
dren similarly afflicted in the 
years to come. 

The centralized facilities for 
teaching such children is an ex- 
tension of the “Illinois Plan” 
which has as its objective the 
provision of special education for 
pupils who cannot. benefit from 
the regular school curriculum. 
Under this plan funds are pro- 
vided by the state for setting uv 
special educational programs in 
school districts. Under it in 1949- 
50 more than 55,000 children in 
409 school districts benefited. 

-_ * . 

HE “Illinois Plan” is based 
T on the recognition that it is 

cheaper to train handicapped 
children toward a way of life 
during the formative years than 
to assume the burden of caring 
for them during their entire adult 
life by public reli programs. 
For this purpose the [Illinois 
Legislature has been asked to 
provide $12,477,000 during the 
next two years, to be distributed 
to school districts that maintain 
classes for the handicapped at a 
rate of up to $300 per child to 
cover the excess cost of special 
education over that for the edu- 
cation of the normal child. 

A difficulty in carrying out the 
“Tllinois Plan” has been the lack 
of qualified teachers for such 
services. For the training of such

teachers there was no provision 
at the normal schools. A new 
building and a new curriculum 
were needed and funds were pro- 
vided. When the State Normal 
University was selected for the 
location, President Raymond W. 
Fairchild had to start frdm 
scratch in his planning. 

The building to be dedicated 
March 2, in addition to regular 
features, has as standard equip- 
ment cement ramps that auto- 
matically melt the ice on side- 
walks leading to the building, 
built-in rails in all halls for the 
greater safety of physically hand- 
icapped children, and one-way 
glass doors to enable students to 
observe teaching techniques with- 
out children knowing that they 
are being watched. The equip- 
ment includes the most modern 
types of instruments for measur- 
ing speech, hearing and sight de- 
ficiences. A staff of 25 experts 
will train teachers for their work 
in the school districts of the state. 

In order to: provide a complete 
educational service to both the 
pupils and the college students 
training to be special teachers, 
complete laboratory services are 
provided. A _ psychological test- 
ing and counseling center is 
staffed by expert teachers. A lab- 
oratory is equipped for testing 
hearing and selecting hearing 
aids. A reading and speech serv- 
ice provides new learning tech- 
niques. Trained personnel pro- 
vide needed physical therapy. 
Centers are equipped to give di- 
rection in art, crafts, home arts, 
music and physical education.

Special education is not new 
at the university. It was first 
taught in 1938. In 1943, when the 
school was designated as the cen- 
ter for this training in the state, 
a full division of special -educa- 
tion was established, headed by 
Dr. Rose Parker. It is only now, 
however, that a building and 
complete facilities have been pro- 
vided. 

Even with all the facilities for 
training that the school provides 
it will be a long time before there 
will be enough teachers to serve 
all the schools of the state, In 
1924 only two students were en- 
rolled in the Division of Special 
Education. In 1947 the number 
had increased to 42 and in 1950 
it had reached 154. The growth 
has been rapid but not rapid 
enough to supply the more than 


400 school districts needing qual-. 


ified teachers for handicapped 
children.

T present 165 children, most- 
Aw from the immediate area, 
are receiving instruction at 

the school—children who are phy- 
sically handicapped, mentally re- 
tarded, partially sighted, deaf and 
hard of hearing, those with speech 
difficulties and those with social 
maladjustment. It is expected that 
the number will be increased up 
to the capacity of the school. 

The expectation is justified be- 
cause in the public schools one 
out of every eight children can be 
called “different” and therefore 
not adapted to the standardized 
methods of education.

For near-deaf children there 
are amplifiers which enable them 
to hear the voice of their teacher 
and help them in their language 
development. Hearing aids suited 
to needs are supplied and instruc- 
tion given in their proper use. 
Specialized apparatus enables 
them to enjoy talking pictures. 

Children with speech difficul- 
ties who sometimes do not talk 
because they have nothing to talk 
about have their interest quick- 
ened and their speaking encour- 
aged by the use of building 
blocks and games. 

For the partially sighted spe- 
cial books and reading apparatus 
are provided. Type in_ their 
books is usually about four times 
as large as the average. An elec- 
trical magnifier not only lights 


the page with fluorescent .tubes 
but also magnifies the type. 

All children in the special edu- 
cation group have a protected 
play space on the roof where they 
are out of danger from traffic 
and free from the interference of 
older or normal children who are

Some Words to Watch. 

HE word simultaneous is 

heard occasionally as “SIM- 

ull-TAY’nee-uss.” But that 
pronounciation is a Briticism. In 
~the standard American pronunc- 
iation the first-sylable “i” has 
the long sound, as in by, my: SY- 
mull-TAY’nee-uss. 

Watch the word quantity. 
There is a tendency to omit the 
first “t” as if quantity were 
spelled “quanity.” This is the 
result of association with the 
word quality, for the words are 
often used together in such con- 
structions as, “both quality and 
quantity.” Take care that the 
first “t” is clearly sounded, thus: 
KWAHN-ti-tee. 

The word cornice, for some un- 
accountable reason is often mis- 
pronounced like Cornish by men 
in the building trades. The “sh” 
sound is cornice is erroneous. 
Correct: KAWR-niss. 

There is no “cue” in cuisine, 
as heard on a radio program: 
“Blanks is noted for the excel- 
lence-of its cue-ZEEN.” Better 
Say: kwi-ZEEN or kwee-ZEEN. 

On the other hand, there is a 
“cue” in the related word cul- 
inary. Say: KEW’li-neh-ree. 

There is no “wine” in genuine, 


except in dialectal speech. Pro- 


nounce the third syllable exactly 
like the word “in,” thus: JEN- 
yoo-in. Southerners and South- 
westerners will want to watch the 
tg syllable too. Not “JIN-yoo- 
n 


There is no “ram” in ignora- 
mus. Better say: IG-nuh-RAY’ 
muss. 
means literally “we do not know.” 
The word ignoramus used to be 


written on a bill of indictment | 


when the grand jury considered 
the evidence insufficient to war- 
rant a true bill. Today, of course, 
an ignoramus is an ignorant per- 
son,

LL of us have been poultry be served breast-side down and

Duck prices have also been 
reasonable, and, although this 


fowl is less meaty than chicken | 


and at the same time fatter, we 
like its flavor so much that we 
choose it occasionally. As you 


have probably -noted, ducks raised | 


scientifically do not have as much | 
fat as was once the case. 


It is possible to remove the. 


breast fat with the skin and rather 
easily, if a sharp knife is used 
to make a long cut through the | 
center. Then skin and fat pull off 
together. This is a good method 
to use if you are planning to cut | 
the duck in quarters for braising. | 
It can be used also if the duck 
is to be roasted. The skin and fat 
should then be cooked with the 
gZiblets, when they are tender: 
the stock should be strained and | 
allowed to chill. 

The fat may then be removed | 
and used for many purposes and 
the stock will furnish a base for | 
soup or sauce. Because the fat 
‘has not been browned, it will 
serve as a shortening for cookies, 
muffins or biscuits and as a 
frying fat. 

When the duck has _ been 
skinned, it is not as attractive in 
appearance even when it is glazed 
with with grape ju juice or w or wine. ine. It sh should

Ai the end of an hour of roast- | 
ing, I like to remove the pan from 
the oyen and pour off the fat, 
then add fruit which mav be 
grape or pineapple and to baste 
| occasionally with this during the 
remainder of the cooking time. 

At the low temperature men- 
tioned above, it will take one and 
a half to two hours to cook a 
duck, depending upon its size. 
Duck may be purchased either 
| fresh or quick-frozen. In the 
latter case, they are completely 
ready for cooking, and while price 
| per pound will naturally be high- 
| er, the final cost is the same. 

Roast Duck. 


A fresh duck should be pre- 
mesg for cooking like any other 

type of poultry. Wash, try thor- 
oughly and remove pin feathers. 
|A frozen duck should be thawed 
‘at room temperature for about 
two hours.. Rub inside and out 
with salt and pepper. Stuff and 
roast, breast side up, uncovered, 
in slow oven (325 degrees Fahren- 
heit) one and one-half to two 
hours until tender. At the end 
of an hour, pour off fat. Add one 
and one-half cups fruit juice or 
wine, and return to oven to fin- 
ish cooking. Baste occasionally 
i with the liquid. If the duck is 
skinned, it should be cooked 
breast side down for the first 
part of the cooking, then turned. 
Cooking time is a little shorter.
